The corasuaicatians between Stalin and President Roosevelt 
to idsich 1 called your attention in particular are those in 
which Stalin was protesting violently end bitterly over 
Mr. Allen Dulles' negotiations with the ecreaanders of the German, 
forces in Borth Italy in the Winter and Spring of 194$ and which 
ultimately resulted in the surrender of these forces in April. 

The pertinent cables appear beginning at Page 204 of the enclosed 
volume. 

As you so wisely remarked at Use time of our discussion, there 
are lessons to be drawn free these pieces of history which have 
their application to some of the problems of the present day.
